NERVE OF SEVEN YEAR OLD BOY 
ASTOUNDING CITIZENS OF WALKER. 
The nerve displayed by adults and the punish­ 
ment which may be absorbed by the human body 
frequently causes wonderment at the sturdiness 
of physical construction and the thoroughness 
of nature. The nerve, however, displayed by a 
seven year old Oakman child, who crawled two 
blocks to his home and called his mother, after 
both his legs had been cut off by a 
railroad 
train, is astounding. 
The following description of the\tragedy is

from Hie Mountain Eagle of Jasper 
A deplorable accident occurred at Oak­ 
man last Saturday afternoon. 
Louie, the 
seven-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. Hugh 
Odom, was run over by a Southern freight 
train and fatally injured. One leg was cut 
off and the other was broken and crushed. 
He was rushed to the W alker county hos­ 
pital here, where everything possible was 
done to save his life, but he had lost too 
^ fih u c h blood to survive. 
The accident occurred near the Oakman 
depot. It is said that the child was playing 
near the railroad and he apparently got on 
the opposite side of the railroad from his 
home and was crawling under the freight 
train to get back home when it started. 
A fter the accident the little boy, badly 
mangled, crawled nearly two blocks before 
he was discovered.

«IMPORTANT PART IN PARTY. 
That the two thirdssrule will play a most 
important rol* in the future stores* or failure 
of th* democratic party has been acclaimed as 
fact by many newspaper*.

Without elimination of the 
rule, it is hard to see. from this angle, how the 
Nctv York executive could win the nomination.

In the Dearborn Independent, Aaron Hardy 
Ulm, says the destiny of the democratic party 
hinge* largely upon the two thirds rule.

the fact remains that the disposition of 
th* 
two third* rule is going to occupy much a# the 
time and attention of democratic delegate* in 
the next convention. 
Mr, Uhn describes how the rule came to be 
adopted as follows; 
“It was a* a stratagem that the rule was 
adopted by the first democratic national con­ 
vention in 1832. 
Its origin goes back to one 
of the few old-world kind of intrigues that 
have figured in the polities of this country. 
“Back in the early 1890’s, when 
Andrew 
Jackson was president, official life in W ashing­ 
ton was split apart by a controversy about a 
wom~M, the famous Peggy O'Neil, daughter of 
an innkeeper, who became the wife of a mem­ 
ber of Jackson’s cabinet. 
The wives of several 
members of the cabinet refused to receive her 
socially. 
Chivalrous Andrew Jackson took her 
• side Of the dispute. 
This started the split be­ 
tween Jackson and Calhoun, the latter being 
vice-president. 
M artin Van Buren became a 
high favorito of Jackson’s because of his stand­ 
ing with the president In the Peggy 
O’Neil 
controversy. 
“Other things, such as Calhoun’s doctrine of 
nullification, widened the split. 
Jackson w ant­ 
ed Van Buren to be his running mate in 1832. 
Southern democrats w-erc for Calhoun. 
“It was settled that the convention which whs 
to nominate candidates would be unanimous for 
Jackson, which gave the president much influ­ 
ence in the conduct of its affairs. 
“ ’Have the convention require a 
tyo-thirds 
vote for the nomination of a candidate for vice- 
president,’ he was advised by his ‘kitchen cabi­ 
net,’ probably by Van Buren, a clever political 
strategist.

ALABAMA BUILDING 8HOW8 
STEADY PROGRESS FO RYEAK 
While the building construction 
total for October fell below that of 
October last year, it was no less 
than the total for September, and 
it shows that building activity in 
this state is 
continuing 
at 
a 
steady pace. 
The total for the 
month in the state waa $3,055,500. 
Some large contract* that were 
included jn the total for October 
of last year were lacking in~thi* 
year’s total for the month, and this 
explains in n large 
measure 
the 
seeming decrease in building work. 
In reality there was more diver­ 
sified building, more home business 
and factory construction hi the 
state last month than there was a 
year ago, and it is this type of 
construction that shew* the state’s 
growth in population and business. 
According to figures announced 
by the F. W. Dodge Corporation, 
Alabama’s building record for last 
month 
included 
the 
following 
items: 91,259,000 or 34 pec cent 
of all construction, for commer­ 
cial building; $995,500, or 27 per 
cent for public works and utilities; 
$533,000 or 15 per cent, for resi­ 
dential buildings; $422,0004 or 12 
per cent, for industrial 
buildings; 
$171,000 or 5 per cent for educa­ 
tional building; and $145,000 or 4 
per cent for religious and memor­ 
ial buildings. 
New construction started in Ala­ 
bama during the first ten months 
of 1926 reached a total of $62.234,- 
500, compared with $49 672,700 for 
the corrésponding period of 1925. 
which represented an increase of 
25 per cent. 
Thus it will be seen that while 
the month’s building was less than 
in the same month of last year, 
the total for the ten months’ per­ 
iod in the state shows a gain of 
twenty-five per cent over the KumC
